Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was indicated to Mr. Williams that the 35 USC 1 12 first and 
second paragraph rejections for the use of the limitation "substantially equivalent" would be withdrawn because of the 
deletion of this limitation from claim 80. Furthermore, the 35 USC 102(b) rejection over claim 80 as anticipated by WO 
97/00601 would be withdrawn because of the deletion of "substantially equivalent" from this claim. Mr. Williams 
informed the Examiner that the specification had been amended to recite CXCL8 (3-74) and that K1 1 R and P32G were 
the nomenclature for the mutations with respect to the wild-type chemokine sequence. Furthermore, method claims 
84, 86 could only be rejoined with the allowable product claims if the method claims were of the same scope as the 
allowed product claims.

37 CFR §1 2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there- is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record In the Office If that record Is itself 
Incomplete through the failure to record the substance of Interviews. 

It Is the responsibility of the applicant or the attorney or agent to make the substance of an Interview of record In the application file, unless 
the examiner Indicates he or she will do so.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note; Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It

(The Identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate, A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The Identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an Interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the Interview along with the date and the examiner's Initials,
